ENGLAND FINALLY DISTANCED 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The United 


States seems likely to stand at the 
liead of the world's list of exporting 
Jiations at the close of the year 1900. 
4)ne by one the great nations have fall- 
°en behind in the race for this distinc- 
tion. During the last five years only 
.tlie United Kingdom and the United 
States could be considered as competi- 
tors for the'distinction ot being the 
"world's greatest exporter of articles of 
.home production. 


•In 1894 the United Kingdom led the 


Suited States by nearly $250,000,000, 
.and in 1S97 the United States" had so 
rapidly gained that she was but $60,- 
•000,000 behind. 


In 1S96 the United States took first 


.place, our exports in that year exceed- 
ing, those of the United Kingdom by 
Jiearly $100,000,000. In 1899 the United. 
Kingdom again stood at the head of 


- the list, her exports exceeding those 


of the United 'States by nearly $35,000,- 
,000. 


In the eleven months of 1S90, whose 


:figures have been received by the treas- 
ury bureau of statistics, the domestic 
-exports of the United States exceed 
•those of the United Kingdom by $5,- 
•473,670. 
Should this rate of gain be 


maintained the United States will in 
the year 1900 show a larger exportation 
. -of. domestic producs than any other 
nation in the world.

The hypnotist worked over Daniels for 
more than an hour, until the perspir- 
ation poured down his face from his 
vain exertions. Every art and trick 
known to operators in the strange 
power was used by the hypnotist, and : 
at one time it seemed as if Daniels ! 
showed some signs of life, but if he 
did he immediately lapsed back into 
the coma 'state. The hypnotist finally 
gave it up and declared that his art 
could be of no use in this case.

ern steamship company launched the 
first of four steel ocean going vessels 
at South Chicago this morning. This 
vessel with three companions, will ply 
between Chicago, Liverpool and Ham- 
burg, carrying western

Europe from Chicago and returning 
to Chicago with European merchan- 
dise. 


The four vessels will cost $1,000,- 


000 and form the first ocean fleet ever 
built in Chicago and the first freight 
steamers to sail to and from the in- 
land port of Chicago with European 
freight.

Cindad Juarez, Mexico, 


Dec. 24, 1900. 


Editor Gazette—Thinking some of 


your readers

an account of a ..Mexican bull fight 
as seen by an American, I send you 
the following: 


Cindad 
Juarez 
(pronoxmced Su- 


dad Warez) 
formerly 
known 
as 


Pasco del Norte is the most impor- 
tant frontier 
settlement of Mexico, 


'It was founded as an Indian mission 
in 1549. During the latter part of the 
reign of Maximillian, Paso del Norte 
became the headquarters of 
Presi- 


dent Juarez, from whom the city gets 
Its name. 


Each year, beginning with the sec- 


ond Sunday in December, and contin- 
uing till the first Sunday in January, 
Juarez is .given up to gamblers, cock 
and bull fighters. The "FiestsV is in 
honor of the matron saint of Guada- 
lupe, one of the most honored saints 
of Mexico. 


In the plaza, or public park, you 


see a great number of tables, with 
hundreds, some with 
thousands, of 


dollars stacked upon them, all waiting 
to be won by the one who thinks he 
can beat the gambler at his own 
game. 


The Mexican is a born gambler, 


and will stake his "all" on the throw 
of the dice or the turn of the card; 
but the game of the Mexican is fight- 
ing the wild bulls. At each fight from 
five to eight bulls are killed, one after 
the other. 


The large amphitheatre in the cen- 


ter of the 
Plaza 
de Toros 
will 


seat about 10,000 persons. 


As the 
hands of the watch point 


to 3 p. m. the 
sound of a bugle, is 


heard, the gates below are thrown op- 
en and in march the Picadors and 
' Banderilleros, with streamers flying 
and wearing bright and gaudy clothes, 
lour on foot 
and two horse back. 


They bow to the 
audience and take 


their places. At the second sound of 
the trumpet gates on the other side 
are thrown open and in rushes 
a 


mad bull with short darts and rib- 
bons ying fro mthe ends, sticking 
all over him and blood trickling from 
every wound and 
froth 
from his 


mouth. 


The. Picadors on foot wave 
red 


flag in his face and he charges upon 
them, but they jump aside, and as the 
bull passes, stick 
more' darts and 


spears into his neck and sides. The 
men on horses also come in for their 
share of tormenting th«? bull, Some- 
times the horse3 are not quick enough 
and one vicious lunge, an upward toss 
of the head, and a horse is torn open, 
to run around in the ring with its 
entrails dragging on the ground. 
If 


the impact 
of the 
Bull 
ir, strong 


enough, the horse is knocked down 
and gored and trampled to death on 
the spot. The rider is Vucky indeed, 
if he is no't caught under the horse 
and badly hurt. 


While the bull is thus engaged the 


audience fairly goes wild with, excite- 
ment, the men throw their hats in the 
air, women wave their kerchiefs and 
clap their hands and greatly enjoy 
the sight. 
About this time another 


horse and rider retire. The captain of 
the 
Picadoros 
now receives 
the 


sword and a bright red shawl from 
the hands of the 
judge, and 
ap- 


proaches the bull with the sword in 
his right hand, the other Picadoros 
meanwhile tormenting the bull with 
.the sharp points of their spears. 


The captain approaches 
the bull, 


•waves the shawl in his face, and up- 
on the charge of the animal, plunges 
the three-foot sword clear to 
the 


hilt in its neck and jumps asMe 
in 


time to avoid being impaled en . the 
point of a two-foot horn. If the sword 
has touched a vital spot fie • bull 
staggers around the ring with it 
sticking in him and the blood flow- 
ing, for a few minutes, then ftills 
to 


his knees and soon expires, 'i it is 
not a fatal 
thrust another sword is 


produced and the operation repeated. 


A captain that cannot kill at 
the 


first thrust is not considered fit to 
be captain. 


The bull 
being 
dispatched 
the 


gates arejOpened, a team of mules are 
hitched to the carcass and it is drag- 
ged away. A bugle call is heard, and 
another bull rushes to his doom. The 
scene is repeated, without intermis- 
sion between acts, till the five or 
eight bulls are dispatched, to the sat- 
isfaction and delight of the vast aud- 
ience present.

Chicago, Dec. 29.—The new century 


will find nearly all the great railway 
systems of the country dominated by 
two men—J. Pierpont Morgan and E. 
H. Harriman, according to the Chicago 
Tribune. They are the coequal rulers 
of the American railway •world. The 
principal lines of the vast region west 
of Chicago and the Mississippi are sub- 
ject to the rule 
of Mr. 
Harriman. 


Those east of here are directed by Mr. 
Mor.—n. These two men between them 
control all commercial ancl manufactur- 
ing outlets of the country. Back of 
them are the greaT financial interests 
of the country, represented by a com- 
mittee armed with extraordinary pow- 
ers. They have resolved on the abso- 
Iut8 elimination of rate cutting west 
of Chicago, and the rash railway offi- 
cial who attempts 
such 
tactics 
is 


threatened with the refusal of loans. 
The beneficial results to the railways' 
of such tactics are shown. In tlie in- 
creased earnings 6E the lines in 
the 


Morgan-Harriman "community owner- 
ship"- project. 


Rate cutting, railway officials 
de- 


clare, has forced the vesting of su- 
preme power in the hands of Mr. Mor- 
gan and Mr. Harriman. It is the con- 
summation of a scheme that has en- 
gaged the attention of grea.t railroad 
magnates ever since the United States 
supreme court declared the Joint Traf- 
fic association a violation of the anti- 
trust law. Since th«! enactment of the 
interstate 
como'.erea law American 


railroads have been unable to main- 
tain rates. Competition has 
forced 


:hem to keep the tariffs within com- 
paratively reasonable limits. 
Undo:- 


;hese conditions they have found it 
mpossible to earn enough money to 
pay dividends on their watered stock. 
Traffic associations failed to give sat- 
isfaction, being unable to enforce the 
agreements or- tariffs. 
The 
railway 


magnates decided at length that the 
evil could not be remedied unless pool- 
ng was legalized by congress. 
The 


failure to secure favorable legislation, 
notwithstanding the most desperate ef- 
forts, convinced them of the uselsss- 
noss of making further efforts in that 
direction, and they concluded that 
:heir object could be gained only by 
p: ^tically consolidating all the 
big 


-aii way interests in the country. 


Mr. Morgan found that to direct tho 


affairs of 'the roads east of the Mis- 
sissippi and 
Chicago, the principal 


roads in the South, and, in conjunc- 
tion with J. J. Hill, the principal roads 
in the Northwest, was all that could 
be expected of him, and he suggested 
:hat another financier take hold of the 
affairs of the lines in the W-est. E. H. 
Harriman of the New Y6rk banking 
firm of Harriman Brothers was the 
man chosen. The magnate committee 
is not only expected to keep" the lines 
In which they are interested in check, 
but also those -lines in 
which 
they 


have not 'become interested. It repre- 
sents original sources of money supply 
as well as "community 
ownership." 


The strongest of railroad owners have 
need for money, and they cannot get 
it unless the powers are in sympathy 
with them. Without money the wheels 
must stop and "financing" come to an 
end. 
The men who have built u-p and 


organized more or less 
pretentious 


systems of railroads and who hereto- 
fore have imagined themselves great 
men are speedily brought to a realiza- 
tion of their weakness when they find 
they cannot -borrow money to carry on 
their projects. The result is rigid en- 
forcement of agreed rates. 


CLOSING BIG C_O_AL"CONTRACT. 


America to Snpply 3OO,OOO Tons to the 


French Government. 


Philadelphia, Pa., 
Dec. 29.—F. K. 


Mcllwaine, a member of the American 
chamber of commerce in Paris, is now 
in this city closing negotiations for 
the sale of coal to the French govern- 
ment. The order, he says, may reach 
200,000 tons. The immediate necessi- 
ties, covering principally railroad sup- 
plies, he adds, require 70,000 tons. Mr. 
Mcllwaine says he believes a substan- 
tial coal trade between this country 
and France will soon be established. 
He asserts that the coal 
supply of 


France is 10,000,000 tons short of the 
demand. Formerly this deficiency was 
made up almos* entirely by England.

Chicago, Dec. 29.—Behind 
closad 


doors and guarded by the deepest se- 
crecy Judge E. H. Gary, president ol 
the Federal Steel Company, tendered a 
dinner at the Chicago club to the di- 
rectors, subordinate officers and chiefs 
o-f departments of the gigantic 
cor- 


poration of which he is the head. At 
the board, it is said, the informal an- 
nouncement was made that the vast 
sum of $10,000,000 would be' expended 
in the erection of a structural iron de- 
partment, in correction with the Il- 
linois Steel "wort's at South Chicago, 
and in general repairs and additions to 
the mills.

Ava, 111., Dec. 29.—Mrs. John Con- 


ner, -wife of a business man of this 
place, attacked E. E. Waller, ed-i-tor of 
the Ava Advertiser, with a riding whip 
on account of an article -published in 
Waller's paper this morning. The arti- 
cle -was a denunciation of two persons 
who had refused to take from the 
postofflce copies of the Advertiser ad- 
dressed to them. One of the parties 
referred to in the article was a woman. 
While no names were used, Mrs. Con- 
ner, having refused her paper, took of- 
fense, and the horsewhip incident fol- 
lowed.
